1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
remove the screw from the battery 
compartment cover.

4. Make sure the batteries are in piace, then replace the 
cover and secure it with the screw. 


Framing a Picture 

Seiect a picture that is thin enough to fit in the frame’s siot. 
Trim the picture to a width of 23/a inches (60 mm) and a 
height of 25/s inches (66 mm), then insert it from the top of 
the frame and push it down untii it touches the bottom of the 
frame. 


To remove the picture, siide it up untii it ciears the upper 
edge frame opening. 



OPERATION 


Recording and Playing a Message 

You can record a message up to 10 seconds iong. 


1 . Open the cover. 

2. Use a sharp object such as a straightened paper ciip to 
hold down REC. The red indicator lights. Speak into MIC 
from about 10 inches away in a normai voice. 
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(Speaking too closely to MIC distorts your recording). 
The red indioator remains on up to 1 0 seconds while 
recording. 

3. After 10 seconds, the recorder stops recording 
automatically. To stop reoording sooner, release REC. 

4. To record a new message, repeat Steps 1—3. The new 
message replaces the old one. 

5. To listen to the message, press PLAY. 

Setting the Time 

The clock uses a 12-hour, AM/PM format. PfTI appears at 
the left of the display for PM hours. 

1 . Slide TIME/LOCK/ALM to TIME. 

2. Repeatedly press (or hold down) HOUR to set the 
current hour. 

3. Repeatedly press (or hold down) MIN to set the current 
minute. 

4. Slide TIME/LOCK/ALM to LOCK. 

Setting the Alarm ^ 

1 . Slide TIME/LOCK/ALM to ALM. The currently set alarm 
time and RL appear. 

2. Repeatedly press HOUR then MIN until the desired 
alarm time appears. 

3. To set the clock so it plays your prerecorded message 
at the set alarm time, slide OFF/MSG/CHIME to MSG. 

To set the clock so it beeps at the set alarm time, slide 

OFF/MSG/CHIME to CHIME. 

it appears to show that the alarm is ready to sound at 
the set time. 

4. Slide TIME/LOCK/ALM to LOCK once you have made all 
your selections. 

To turn off the alarm, slide OFF/MSG/CHIME to OFF.^# 
disappears.

• To check the alarm setting at 
any time, press HOUR or MIN 
when TIME/LOCK/ALM is set to 
LOCK. 

• When the alarm you have 
chosen sounds, the clock either 
repeatedly announces the 
message or beeps for 1 minute, 
then turns off. To silence the 
alarm sooner, press ALM 
STOP.

CARE 

Keep the picture frame dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store the picture frame only in normal 
temperature environments. Handle the picture frame 
carefully; do not drop It. Keep the picture frame away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep It looking new. 

Replacing Batteries 

When the recorded sound weakens or the picture frame 
stops operating properly, re^ce the batteries with 
RadioShack batteries. A ^ 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the screw from 
the battery compartment cover, then slide off the cover 
in the direction of the arrow. 

2. Use the tip of a pencil or other non-metallic sharp 
object to remove the old batteries, then insert fresh 
batteries in the compartment with their positive (- 1 -) 
sides up. 

3. Replace the cover and secure It with the screw. 

SERVICE AND REPAIR 

If your picture frame Is not performing as it should, take It to 
your local RadioShack store for assistance. Modifying or 
tampering with the picture frame’s internal components can 
cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty.
